“Since the mayhem that left 15 people dead April 


20 at Columbine High School, Amateur Radio 
Operators have supported Salvation Army canteens 
set up for law enforcement, the media, and the 
ea of other people involved. * 


Rast Emergency Coordinator Larry Cerney, 
K@ANI, said Amateur operators provided 
communication between facilities around 
Columbine High School, adjacent Clement Park, 
and the site of a makeshift memorial for the victims. 
Other operators supported the American Rad Cross. 
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Cerney said the support continued throughout 
last weekend’s memorial services attended by Vice 
President Gore and other VIPs. “It.seems'that the 
local hams just had to help,” he said: He said 25 to 
30 operators worked three six-hour shifts from 6 
AM until midnight, providing what, Cerney 
described as mostly routine, logistical 
communication. 


“T know all disasters are devastating to those 
involved,” he said. Hurricanes and tornadoes may 
kill people and destroy homes and property, but 
the killing of kids by kids is something that I just 
cannot comprehend, no matter how far. away or 
close to home.” 


Colorado Section Manager Tim Armagost, 
WBOTUB, expressed similar sentiments. “We 
Amateur Radio Communicators like to believe we 
are prepared, but no one could be prepared for the 
tragic events at Columbine High School on April 
20,” Armagost said. “The Colorado Section 
Amateur Radio operators join the community in 
expressing our shock, sorrow, and sympathy for 
those affected by this tragedy.” 


In Salt Lake City on April 15, a gunman walked 
into the Family History Library and started 
shooting, killing two and wounding five before 
police shot and killed the gunman. Two building 
employees and hams—Utah Amateur Radio Club 
member Spencer Wood, KB7KGE, and Davis 
County resident Dave Oswald, KD7DHO—put 
ham radio to use to help evacuate the building. 


Wood, the aSsistant emergency coordinator for 
the library says he and Oswald—a floor emergency 
captain—spread the call to clear the building and 
used an amateur simplex channel to exchange 
information on the evacuation. After Wood had to 
leave the building, Wood relayed to police what 
he was hearing from Oswald inside the building. 
Wood credits ham radio with helping ensure an 
orderly evacuation. .

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WEST CENTRAL FLORIDA SECTION 
PETITION FILED 


A group calling itself the West Central Florida 
Section Committee has filed a valid petition with 
ARRL Headquarters to create a third section in the 
Sunshine State. The proposed West Central Florida 
Section would be created by carving ten counties 
out of the current Southern Florida Section. * 


Counties proposed for inclusion are Charlotte, 
DeSoto, Hardee, Highlands, Hillsborough, Lee, 
Manatee, Pinellas, Polk, and Sarasota. The 
counties are home top more than 11,000 hams, 
nearly 3000 of them ARRL members. 


The ARRL By-laws provide that a new section 
may be created from one or more existing sections. 
The most recent new ARRL section created was 
Northern New York in 1996. At present, there are 
70 ARRL sections. . 


The initial petition, signed by at least ten full 
ARRL members, has been accepted for filing by 
League Headquarters. To be approved, however, 
the request still must overcome several procedural 
hurdles. 


At this point, copies of the West Central Florida 
Section request are in the hands of Northern Florida 
Section Manager Rudy Hubbard, WA4PUP, 
Southern Florida Section Manager Kevin Bunin, 
K4PG, and Southeastern Division Director Frank 
Butler, W4RH, for their evaluation. Their review 
and a recommendation to accept or reject the 
request are due to ARRL Board Secretary and 
Executive Vice President David Sumner, K1ZZ by 
May 31. 


Sumner will review the submittal, add his 
comments and recommendations in his role as 
Executive Vice President, and forward copies of 
the petition and related information on League 
membership to each member of the ARRL 
Executive Committee. 
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Following the review,:the EC will send its 
recommendation to the full Board of Directors. 
The Board then will vote to accept or reject the 
petition. If accepted, the Board can authorize a 
mail vote of full members in the proposed new 
section. If a simple majority of eligible members 
voting approved the change, the ARRL Board then 
reviews the entire file and votes to approve or 
disapprove the requested change. That decision is 
final. 


ARRL Field Services Manager Rick Palm, 
KICE, says that even if the petition is approved at 
every step, it would not become effective until 
sometime next year. 


West Central Florida Section Committee 
Chairman Paul Toth, K2SEC, says the proposal is 
aimed at improving ARRL representation and 
services for members living in the affected 
counties. If approved, the proposed 8320 square- 
mile section would be among the most densely 
populated. A plan to attract more people into 
Amateur Radio through education and outreach 
accompanied the committee’s request.

ICOM AMERICA INC TO SPLIT INTO US 
AND CANADIAN ENTITIES 


ICOM América Inc will split into two corporate 
entities—ICOM America and ICOM Canada—on 
July 1. ICOM America’s President Bob Brunkow, 
K7NHE, will become sole owner of the ICOM 
Canada distribution business and will head north 
of the border to take over ICOM Canada as its new 
president and chairman. Brunkow, 52, has been 
with ICOM for nearly 28 years. He’ll maintain a 
consulting role with ICOM America after the split, 
which he said was a result of internal restructuring 
on ICOM’s part.

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The Canadian company will be owned and 
operated independently by Brunkow and his 
family. Brunkow outlined the changes in an April 
19 letter to the ARRL: Brunkow says he’ll continue 
to operate ICOM Canada from its current offices 
in Richmond, British Columbia, with the existing 
staff of seven. 


Hiro Nakaoka. JK3UZC, will become president 
of ICOM America. Nakaoka has been with ICOM 
Inc since 1984 and with ICOM America since 
1994. 


Brunkow is leaving ICOM America on a high 
note. He said the company completed its most 
successful business year ever in March. “It has 
been an exciting ‘run’ and a lot of fun seeing 
ICOM’s progress in the North American market 
during this period of remarkable technological 
development,” he said. 


Brunkow said he and his wife, a Canadian, will 
establish a home in Canada and plan to get Amateur 
Radio call signs there. But he emphasized that he 
plans to continue to be a very active ham in the US 
and involved in the US Amateur Radio community. 
Brunkow is an ARRL life member. 


IN BRIEF: 


Texas PRB-1 bill goes to the governor. The 
Texas “tower” bill, HB 1345, is on its way to Gov 
George W. Bush for his signature. The measure 
would incorporate the essence of the limited federal 
preemption known as PRB-1 into the stat’s Local 
Government Code. It would require localities to 
comply with PRB-1 when regulating antenna 
placement, screening, or height based on health, 
safety, or aesthetics. Localities would have to 
“reasonably accommodate”’ amateur 
communication and represent the “minimal 
practical regulation” to accomplish the locality’s 
legitimate purpose. The Texas law would not 
prohibit localities from taking action to protect or 
architectural districts. Gov Bush has 10 days to 
sign the measure, veto, or let it become law without 
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his signature. 


* Milestone acquires Oak Hills Research: 
Milestone Technologies Inc has acquired kit 
manufacturer Oak Hills Research. Milestone 
President, Marshall Emm, N1FN, says his 
company acquired all assets including the Oak Hills 
Web site. Oak Hills was started by QRP guru Doug 
DeMaw, W1EFB. For the last nine years, it’s been 
run by Dick Witzke, KE8KL, who will continue 
to provide service and alignments on a contract 
basis. Oak Hills Research will be operated as a 
separate division under the Milestone corporate 
umbrella. The immediate plan is to continue to 
produce the current line of kits, but Emm said the 
company is looking forward to adding new 
products.

Alinco 
USA Branch Manager Katsumi Nakata, KE6RD, 
says the unit emits an electronic tone to keep the 
annoying insects away from the vicinity of the 
radio. “It’s a feature we added just for fun,” Nakata 
said. “The mosquito repel feature could make the 
DJ-195T the first radio capable of de-bugging a 
Field Day operating position,” he added with a 
smile.

FCC DROPS AMATEUR ENFORCEMENT 
LINE IN FAVOR OF E-MAIL, US MAIL 
(ARRL ltr v18 #18 4-30-99) 


The FCC says it now wants Amateur Radio 
enforcement complaints via e-mail or US mail and 
has discontinued its Amateur Enforcement Line 
(202-418-1184). The FCC this week requested that 
amateur-related complaints be sent via e-mail to 
fecham @fcc.gov or via the US Postal Service to 
Compliance & Information Bureau, ATTN 
Amateur Radio Complaints, 1270 Fairfield Rd, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325. 


The FCC instituted the telephone service last 
fall when it beefed up amateur enforcement under 
the direction of Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH. 
However, the FCC never intended to maintain the 
telephone service permanently. 


The FCC said this week that complaints already 
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filed on the telephone service will be acted upon, 
and anyone who has left a message will receive a 
return call from Commission staff. 


FCC SAYS NO TO EXPANDING SPECIAL 
EVENT CALL SIGN PROGRAM 
(ARRL Ltr v18 #18 4-30-99) 


The FCC has denied the ARRL’s petition 
(submitted May 18, 1998) that sought to expand 
the Amateur Radio special event call sign program. 
The League had asked the FCC to amend its rules 
to permit the use of special event call sign formats 
that go beyond the current one-by-one (1x1) format 
now authorized. The petition also had asked the 
Commission to include within the special event 
program call signs denoting US territories and 
possessions having no mailing address. 


In an April 21 letter to League, D’ Wana Terry, 
chief of the Public Safety and Private Wireless 
Division within the Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau said the FCC was “not persuaded that the 
requested changes to the system are warranted at 
this time.” (The League’s petition was submitted 
May 18, 1998, but it was never assigned a 
rulemaking number or put out for public comment.) 
ARRL Executive Vice President David Sumner, 
K1ZZ, called Terry’s decision “somewhat 
disappointing.” 


Terry said the FCC has not received any 
indication from the Amateur Radio community that 
demand for special event call signs exceeded the 
number available. She also said the need to create 
additional formats was outweighed by the 
complexity of creating them. 


She advised more experience with the current 
system before deciding to change it, and she urged 
the League to continue to monitor demand for 
special event call signs. Sumner said he was 
encouraged that the FCC, while denying the 
petition, had invited the League to revisit the issue 
later.

RESTRUCTURING THE FCC 
(ARN 1127 3-19-99) 


A top federal legislator wants the FCC out of 
the regulatory business and to-concentrate on 
making money for the federal government. 
Louisiana Republican Billy Tauzen says that the 
FCC needs to be revamped to have a competitive 
rather than regulatory mission. Tauzen is the 
chairman of the House Commerce on 
Telecommunications chairman. On Friday, March

12th he told reporters that he hopes to have a bill 
drafted by June, detailing the changes in the FCC’s 
mission and structure that congress would like to 
see implemented... suet? 


Tauzen says that he doesn’t have many 
specifics and is open to suggestions. He and others 
Republicans in Congress have criticized the FCC 
for acting too regulatory. This is particularly true 
in areas such as the implementation of a 1996 law 
freeing cable, local and long-distance companies 
to get into each other’s business. 


Meanwhile, FCC Chairman Bill Kennard says 
that he is very interested in working with 
congressional lawmakers to help the agency run. 
effectively into the 21st century. Kennard says that 
he will present an upcoming congressional 
Telecommunications hearing with a blueprint for 
restructuring the agency that would be open to 
public comment. He says that by the fall he would 
like to have a final plan in place. 


What impact such a restructuring might have 
on Amateur Radio is hard to say, but it would 
definitely make any spectrum above 50 MHz - and 
possibly some in the shortwave region more 
vulnerable to reallocation and auction. This may 
well be the main reason that the ARRL is pressing 
so hard for the passage of its Amateur Radio 
Spectrum Protection Act. This as a way of insuring 
that hams have a place to operate no matter what 
happens to the mission and the structure of the 
FCC. 


FCC Chairman Kennard prefers a two-tiered 
approach to restructuring the Commission. He says 
that part of the plan could be implemented by the 
FCC, itself but requires Congressional action first. 
It’s not clear that any measure to overhaul the FCC 
could pass Congress and be signed into law. <*> 


KENNARD: NO INTERNET REGULATION | 


FCC chairman William Kennard has taken on 
another challenge. That of convincing the public

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that his agency is not about to begin regulating the 
Internet. The Federal ‘Communications 
Commission was bombarded with e-mail from 
computer users fearing government regulation. On 
Thursday, March 11th, Kennard tried to dispel that 
notion stating that as long as he is chairman, the 
Federal Communications Commission will not 
regulate the Internet. ie 


The FCC last month concluded that dial-up 
calls to the Internet are interstate communications 
and are subject to federal jurisdiction. Internet dial- 
up connections are now treated as local calls. The 
FCC has said this decision merely resolves a 
dispute among phone companies over how to 
compensate each other for Internet connections and 
how to clarify the role of state and federal 
regulators. The agency said the decision will not 
affect connect to the Internet or how much they 
are charged for the call. 


Consumer groups and others believe the action 
could lead to higher Internet access charges in the 
future. But Kennard says that the FCC has no 
intention of making computer users pay long 
distance fees for dial-up access. 


MORE FCC REGULATORY ACTIVITY 
(ARN 1127 3-19-99) 


The FCC has written nearly two dozen Amateur 
Radio licensees whose 20 meter SSB signals were 
said to be “unusually wide, overpowered, or both.” 
The FCC’s Riley Hollingsworth did not identify 
the specific licensees involved, but he said some 
of them were believed to be mobile operators. 
Hollingsworth’s letter said information received by 
the FCC indicates that the stations involved 
“ignored requests from other licensees operating 
on adjacent frequencies” to do something about 
the wide signals. He said the operations in question 
were believed to be confined to the high end of the 
20 meter band, above 14.300 MHZ. 


The letter from Hollingsworth to 22 Amateur 


Service licensees requests fixed and mobile station 
information about the use of and specifications for 
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any linear amplifiers employed on 20 meters as 
well as the use of automatic level control and mike 
gain settings. The affected licensees have 20 days 
to provide answers to the FCC. Hollingsworth’s 
letter pointed out that hams are prohibited from 
occupying more than the necessary amount of 
bandwidth for the particular mode and that hams 
must use the minimum power “necessary to carry 
out the desired communications.” 


IARU INCREASE LIKELY 
(ARN #1127. 3-19-99) 


On the International scene, there is important 
news affecting member societies of IARU Region 
One. In a recent meeting in London, the financial 
status of the organization was addressed with 
consideration given to the a major fee increase for 
member societies. Also discussed was the building 
global pressure on the Amateur spectrum and the 
need for closer co-operation between societies to © 
combat legislation that threatens the service. 


FCC OFFICIAL ACKNOWLEDGES OOs 
REALLY ARE “OFFICIAL” 
(ARRL Ltr v18 #15 4-9-99) 


The FCC’s top amateur enforcer, Riley 
Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, says that hams who 
receive notices from ARRL Official Observers 
should take them seriously or take the 
consequences. “Failure to take the notices seriously 
and to take corrective action where possible will 
not be tolerated by the Commission Hollingsworth 
said in an enforcement-related letter to a South 
Carolina amateur. “The volunteer work of these 
Official Observers is a critical element of the 
Commission’s enforcement program,” he said, 
adding that failure to act on an OO notice could 
lead to fines and other sanctions. 


Hollingsworth’s comments were contained in 
an April 7 station-inspection follow-up letter to 
Richard Whiten, WB2OTK, of Easely, South 
Carolina. Hollingsworth and an FCC engineering 
team visited Whiten’s station on January 22 after 
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what Hollingsworth called “longstanding 
complaints” about the operation of Whiten’s 
station. Whiten reportedly cooperated in the station 
inspection. According to the FCC letter, the 
Commission has received “numerous complaints” 
about Whiten “regarding profanity, obscenity, 
broadcasting extreme racial slurs, deliberate 
interference and failure to properly identify.” 
Hollingsworth also said he’d heard complaints that 
Whiten had played recordings over the air “for the 
purpose of harassment or deliberate interference.” 
Hollingsworth noted that Whiten had “apparently 
ignored notices from Official Observers,” and 
pointed out that the volunteer OOs work “in 
accordance with an agreement between the 
Commission and the ARRL and in accordance with 
our statutory authority.” 


FCC ISSUES STRENGTHENED SCANNER 
RECEIVER RULES 


The FCC has amended its rules to strengthen 
existing prohibitions on scanning receivers that can 
receive cellular telephone transmissions. While the 
new rules contain specific exemptions for the 
Amateur Service, they will have ‘important 
ramifications for the manufacture of new Amateur 
Radio equipment that scans frequencies outside the 
ham bands. 


The new rules—released March 31 in a Report 
and Order—broaden the definition of a scanning 
receiver to include receivers that automatically 
switch among two or more frequencies between 
30 and 960 MHz that can stop at and receive a 
detected signal. Still exempted are receivers 
designed solely for operation as a part of a licensed 
station. In response to an ARRL request, the FCC 
clarified that the rules do not apply to Amateur 
Service receivers unless they cover frequencies 
outside the ham bands. 


The FCC also widened its definition of “test 
equipment” exempted from the cellular reception 
restriction. The adopted definition defines test 
equipment by function, rather than by end user as 
proposed, thus permitting sale to the general public. 
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Receivers that allow reception of cellular 
frequencies because of their poor image response 
would be illegal under the new rules. As it 
proposed, the Commission adopted a 38 dB 
rejection standard for signals in the cellular bands 
“for any frequency to which the receiver can be 
tuned.” 


The FCC abandoned a proposal to require 
manufacturers to limit reception of cellular service 
frequencies by “direct pickup” through the cabinet. 
The FCC also backed away from a proposal that 
could have required epoxy potting and 
nonremovable components to prevent scanner 
modification. The League had argued that this 
could raise the cost of buying and repairing 
equipment and could preclude ham gear 
modification for CAP and MARS or for 
experimental purposes. 


The FCC adopted a more generalized 
requirement that receivers be designed so that 
tuning, control circuits, and filtering be 
inaccessible, and that any attempted modifications 
render the receiver inoperative. 


The new FCC rules also prohibit modification 
of scanning receivers as a business or on an 
ongoing basis “regardless of the date of 
manufacture or number of units modified.” The 
Commission also said modification of any scanning 
receiver is prohibited and invalidates the equipment 
authorization. New, permanent labels on scanning 
receivers also will be required. 


Kits for scanning receivers would be treated 
the same as assembled equipment. The League 
plans to look closely at this provision to make sure 
it will not prevent amateur manufacturers from 
producing legitimate transverting equipment. 


The new rules become effective due 30 days 
after their publication in The Federal Register, but 
the FCC said it will include “transitional | 
provisions” in its rules. A copy of the Report and

Preparing Material for Submission 


Club Columns: Member clubs are allocated 
one full page in each issue for club columns. In 
determining space requirements, figure about 700 
words per page not including the space taken up 
by headings, photos, etc. Indent paragraphs .25" 
and double space to begin a new paragraph. Send 
club header information ONLY when different 
from what was published from previous month. 
The editor reserves the right to edit any submitted 
material for space, content and/or applicability. 


Hamfests/Events: Member clubs are allocated 
one full page per year to promote one club spon- 
sored hamfest, convention, or special event. Sub- 
mit clean black & white camera ready copy only 
by mail. Master copy should be in black ink on 
white paper and should be in proper page ratio, 
(Copy space is 7" wide by 9" high). Copy can be 
reduced or enlarged as necessary. Electronic sub- 
missions of Hamfest ads will not be accepted. 


Photographs: The editor will select the best ~ 
photograph submitted for the cover each month. 
Photographs should depict club members, club sta- 
tions, or amateur radio related events that are cur- 
rent and noteworthy. Clubs may also submit pho- 
tographs for inclusion with their club column. Pho- 
tographs will be used in columns when space per- 
mits. Either B&W or color photos can be used, 
For each photograph submitted, write your name, 
phone number, and club name, along with a de- 
scription of the photograph on a piece of paper, 
and tape it on the back of the photograph. Do not 
write on the back of your photo. If you want your 
photos returned immediately, include a SASE en- 
velope with sufficient postage. Otherwise, photos 
will be returned only in person at FAR meetings.
